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Is this how to improve airport security? 


Reporter LAWRENCE JOHN speaks to 
Dr Mils Hills about the ways in which 
he believes airport security should 
be improved around the world 



p: 
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The University of Northampton 
could play an major role in making 
airports across the world more 
secure. 

Dr Mils Hills, Associate Professor 
at Northampton Business School, 
and PhD student Paul McFarlane 
have had a paper published in the 
Journal of Transportation Security. 

Entitled ‘Towards a higher plane 
of air transportation security: from 
hubris to knowledge’, the paper 
focuses on what security in air 
transportation means, and propos¬ 
es that the existing system remains 
vulnerable to future exploitation by 
terrorists and other threat groups. 

The essay considers the changes in 
the industry which have taken place 
since September 11 2001, and reiter¬ 
ates the message aviation security 
remains a life or death issue. 

The authors have surmised many 
lives are dependent on the active 
generation of knowledge to con¬ 
struct a system impervious to 
exploitation. 

The authors have written of their 


own experiences passing through 
passenger security systems at vari¬ 
ous airports, with scenarios that 
were wildly contrasting. 

They found an obvious problem 
with air transportation security as 
it generates different meanings for 
people, and passing through air¬ 
ports can be entirely contrasting 
experiences - dependent on the 
time, the country and many other 
factors. 

Dr Mills Hills said: “What I would 
say is security needs to build on 
technology. 

“The best people to tell you where 
and what is wrong with security at 
an airport is someone who tried to 
break it. 

“We need to find out if there is an 
insider threat and where this could 
come from. 

“We need to ensure secuirty sys¬ 
tems and security people learn from 
their mistakes. 

“The system needs to be able to 
learn and not go from one disaster 
to another. 

“You need to be careful and not let 
paranoia distract you from what is 
going on. 

“A perceived threat could be seen 
coming from a lone individual but it 
come come from someone pushing 
a pushchair. 

“We should not be worrying about 
what threats have happened but 
what threats are to come. 

“The system needs to be scanned 
and move forward at all times. 

“We need to see the security sys¬ 
tem like an immune systme which 


fights threats. 

“Any threat it fights can be defend¬ 
ed against in the future, it learns 
and security improves.” 

Dr Hills explained the inspiration 
for the research is to find ways that 
security in aviation (and any other 
area of the international infrastruc¬ 
ture) can be made smarter. 

The paper concludes that, in prin¬ 
ciple, air transportation security, is 
still essentially the same system 
that preceded 9/11. 

Making reference to the missing 
Malaysia Airlines Flight MH370. 

It has been suggested the captain 
was to blame. 

Dr Hills said if this was found to 


be true then he asked should there 
be a third offical in the cockpit. 

Should this third offical be an air 
marshall? 

Dr Mils Hills and Paul McFarlane 
report that this: “Is a problem that 
will continue to play out in the 
same way for decades to come, and 
only when we attain the highest 
form of knowledge will we have the 
capability to overcome the chal¬ 
lenge posed by threat groups. 

“We have not learned from the 
meaning that they have, many 
times now, attributed to security. 

“And, until it changes, the future 
will inevitably be written in terms 
of the events of the day before.”

Restaurant plans 
for former buffet

The former Red Hot World 
Buffet restaurant in Sixfields 
which was destroyed by a 
huge fire last year is set to be 
replaced by two major res¬ 
taurant chains. 

Chiquito, a Mexican grill 
and bar restaurant, and Coast 
2 Coast, an American bar res¬ 
taurant, are the two eateries 
hoping to move into the area. 

A planning application has 
been submitted to 
Northampton Borough 
Council on behalf of the two 
restaurants by The Restaurant 


Group, which operates over 
400 restaurants and pub res¬ 
taurants across the UK. 

The move would see both 
restaurants open during the 
day to offer breakfast and 
lunch, as well as in the eve¬ 
nings for dinner. 

The application reads: “It is 
proposed that the Chiquito 
unit would be situated toward 
the northern boundary, clos¬ 
er to Weedon Road and par¬ 
tially on the footprint of the 
former Red Hot Buffet unit, 
whilst the Coast 2 Coast res¬ 
taurant would be sited on the 
southern boundary adjacent 
to the car parking area. 


“Both restaurants would 
accommodate an outdoor 
terrace area which would be 
easily accessed from the res¬ 
taurant, and each unit would 
have a discreet servicing area 
to ensure that deliveries can 
be adequately received.” 

The Red Hot World Buffet 
was burnt to the ground in 
December last year after an 
electrical fault in the ceiling 
which caused a fire. 

The blaze ripped through 
the building causing havoc 
and saw at least 60 firefight¬ 
ers try to battle it through the 
night. The site has remained 
vacant ever since.

“Pain is fat leaving the body” is 
one of my favourites. 

In the old days of course, there 
was someone there to operate the 
machinery for you. 

You would get put on the rack 
and stretched by someone 
trained to stretch people. 

Now I get put on a rowing 
machine and I stretch myself, 
albeit under the benign watchful 
eye of my Body Fat Challenge 
trainer Martin Cole. 

He is full of praise for my efforts 
but I am well aware of the differ¬ 
ence he makes. 

In fact Martin is worse than any 
gym machine as he can turn the 
most innocent of objects into 
devices for wringing extra 
sweat and calories out 
you. 

It might be a broom 
handle that becomes a 
focus for twisting the 
upper body from side 
to side, or it could be 
the box that looked 
like an inviting place to 
sit but actually becomes 
something you lean on 
while you pump out a set of 20 
burpees. 

(And if you want to know what 
they are you know how you can 
find out...) 

The most humbling artefact by 
far however is what I am calling, 
The Pink Rubber Band of Pain. 

Martin called it a resistance 
band but let’s not beat about the 
bush, it’s a stretchy rubber band. 

Holding it at waist height and 
pulling it was simple enough and 
gave me no indication of what 
was about to come. 

Holding it over my head like a 
football scarf and stretching it in 
that position 20 times to com¬ 
plete a set was another thing 
entirely. 



By about my sixth or sev¬ 
enth pull I could see where it was 
going. My arms were starting to 
burn. 

“What is this thing? There’s 
nothing to it but it’s killing me...” 
I gasped. 

It was just, effectively, a rubber 
band and - let’s make no bones 
about it - it was pink. 

Martin looked at it thoughtfully 
and added: “It’s the lowest resist¬ 
ance as well.” 

Great. 

The key to it, he explained, was 
not the strength of the band but 
that all the work was going on 
above my heart so it had to work 
to pump my blood up to my arms.

Alison McQueen is an 
author for whom writing 
has been a kind of benign 
affliction. 

Her latest book Under The 
Jewelled Sky has just won 
the East Midlands Book 
Award and she has a string 
of successful work behind 
her, including the Housewife 
Down series of comedy nov¬ 
els.

Northamptonshire slid to their 
fifth straight defeat in Division 
One of the County Championship, 
going down by 271 runs against 
Yorkshire, and their captain 
Stephen Peters felt it was the 
hardest to take of the lot. 

Not for the first time this season, 
Northants failed to make the most 
of a solid start after they had ini¬ 
tially bowled the visitors out for 
just 136 on the first day. 

They then gave themselves a 
first innings lead of 115 but the 
match turned irrevocably on a 
mammoth opening partnership 
of 375 between Yorkshire’s Adam 
Lyth and Alex Lees. 

It was the biggest first-wicket 
stand ever made against 
Northants in first-class cricket 
and it equalled the record at 
Wantage Road - set by Rob White 
and Mark Powell against 
Gloucestershire in 2002. 

The hosts then subsided to 160 
all out by the middle of the after¬ 
noon on the final day to rubber- 
stamp yet another heavy loss. 

Peters said: “I’m not enjoying 
having to come out and give the 
same excuses each week. 

“The dressing room is always 
disappointed when we lose but 
this is a very bitter pill to swallow 
having gone so far on the first day 
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putting ourselves in a match-win¬ 
ning position. 

“To then come out on the end of 
a comprehensive beating again is 
demoralising. 

"I’ll sound like a stuck record but 
we’re not being disciplined 
enough with the bat. 

“Every team we’ve faced this 
season has batted 130-140 overs 
and we’re batting 60-70, which is 
not good enough. 

“We’re not wearing opponents 
down in the field for long enough 
while currently we’re doing a lot of 
overs in the field and subsequent¬ 
ly there’s some tired bodies out 
there.

Twickers victory 
is a relief for Jim 



One word came to Jim Mallinder’s mind 
after Saints clinched Premiership final 
glory by beating Saracens on Saturday - 
relief. 

The Saints director of rugby saw Alex 
Waller score a game winning try in the 
last moments of extra time to banish the 
pain of previous unsuccessful finals and 
lift a weight off his shoulders. 

Northampton lost last year’s 
Premiership showpiece to Leicester and 
suffered Heineken Cup disappointment 
against Leinster in 2011 but they saw off 
Sarries 24-20 after high drama at 
Twickenham to finally bag a big one. 

Saints have never before been champi¬ 
ons of England and have done a double 
this season after beating Bath for the 
Amlin Challenge Cup last Friday. 

“It’s a real sense of relief to get over and 
win,” said Mallinder. “We were pleased 
to win last week’s Amlin, but this was 
always the top of the agenda. 

“It’s fantastic for the club. It’s a first 
Premiership title and particularly after 
coming close before, it’s a special 
moment. This is why you come to a big 
club like Northampton, to win trophies 
like this. It’s the best. 

“We’ve been on the up, we’ve had a cou¬ 
ple of disappointments but we’ve always 
talked after those disappointments and 
said when we win a big one it would be 
sweeter, and it is.” 

Mallinder acknowledged the tightness 
of the contest after extra time was 
required to separate the teams following 
a 14-14 draw. 

His side were three points behind 
before Waller’s try - and would have won 
2-1 on tries scored had they kicked a last 
gasp drop goal to level things. 

They won outright though with experi¬ 
ence of major occasions perhaps playing 
its part. We get used to playing in big 
games,” Mallinder said. “We’ve had bril¬ 
liant additions to the squad this year 
who have added to the mix. 

“It was a really tight game between two 
good sides. It was a close game, it could 
have gone either way, but sometimes you 
just need a little bit of luck on your side 
and thankfully for us we had that today. 

“To get the double is an unbelievable 
feeling. Someone said to me why didn’t 
you win the LV= Cup final in Exeter, then 
you would have won the treble. But I 
think that’s being greedy.”
